It is now estimated that the wheat 


crop of Indiana for this year will be 
from 40,000,000 to 50,000,000 bushels, 
and will bring into the State and add to 
its invested wealth from 135,000,000 to 
$40,000,000. 
No such sura has ever 


been added to the wealth of a State with 
as little risk ot as great profit upon the 
capital and labor invested. 
It is not an 


unusual or exceptional thing for the 
product to be equal to one halt' the val- 
ue of the soil that produced it. 
Thou- 


sands of acres of land in the State have, 
in two years, produced wheat equal in 
value to the land producing it. 
The 


product of corn has been very little be- 
hind that of wheat in point of profit. 
This, of course, is not a common or even 
an average result, taking one year with 
another.
